We take leave further 
to say, that this Report is deemed by us, 
in common we think with a majority of 
the community, a state paper, meriting as 
sacred a place among the Nationa! ar- 
chives as does that of our “ Declaration 
of Independence:” We believe it would 
constitute a supplement to that instrument, 
altogether worthy of it. 

We ardently hope that those to whom 
the special care of our ¢civil and religious 
rights shall from time to time be conier- 
red, may be endowed with the same de- 
eree of wisdom, which has led you, in 
your deliberations on this subject, to so 
happy a conclusion.
